a half century of his life, exhausted 
his personal fortune of $750,000 and 
sacrificed a brilliant career as a Ger 
man cavalry leader, in conquering tha 
air. 
Emperor William recent^ proclaim­ 
ed Count Zeppelin to be “the great 
est German of the twentieth century.' 
As a token of appreciation h© con 
ferred upon him the exalted Order of 
the Black Eagle, the highest honor 
in the emperor’s power.

distinguished soldier,.to devote all his 
time to the problem of aeronautics. 
He began to study and experiment 
soon after arriving in Oertmany from 
tho American civil war. 
Except for 
the time demanded in routiife^Ailhary 
duties, for the time spent in fighting 
two wars, and fcfr a year spent 
tn 
honeymooning with his t^ride, 
who 
was a girl of the German nobility, he 
spent the remainder of his life in 
building flying contrivances that, for. 
the most part, refused to fly,‘ i. 
From a wealthy nobleman owning 
vast estates. Count 
Zeppelin 
was 
gradually reduced to an arlstoorath 
mechanic living in a humble cottage 
on an allowance supplied 
by 
his 
friends. 
He met manv narrow os- 
rapes from death,' and disaster 
re 
peatedly overtook his airships. These 
became so frequent that petrt para 
graphs began to appeaT in jibe Ger­ 
man press In ridicule of fits efforts. 
Then in a day the tide turned. 
He 
electrified a skeptical world in 1908 
by staying aloB for 37 h«m#s I» the 
fifth airship he had built, and by sell­ 
ing it in a straight course for a Vis 
tance of nearly 90<> miles. .Emperqr 
William, and all Germany In 
fact 
hailed him as “the conquerer of the 
a IK* 
This monster balloon, 465 feet long 
and of the rigid type and resembling 
a huge cigar, soon met with disaster 
as had its predecessors. 
Fa*8h wreck 
was a great financial loss, for Zeppe 
lln’s balloons were valued as high as 
$500,900 each. 
These disasters, how 
ever, also proved the affection 
in 
which the German people held 
the 
aristocratic aviator. 
When one ot his 
airships was torn- from ita moorings 
by a gale and wrecked, the 
public 
subscribed $1.000,000 to 
a 
fund, of 
which the crown prince was presi­ 
dent, for the inventor. 
The German 
"mperor frequehtly helped him out of 
9naneial difficulties, and the German 
reichstag appropriated several 
bun 
dred thousand marks for the pur 
chase of his airships for the Germ in 
army. 
At the close of his remarkable ea 
reer. Fount Zeppelin had retrieved a 
large part ot his fortune he spent in 
his conquest of the air.
